As to the attitude of the 
unions which are not locked out, the em- 
ployers will only know how they stand 
after the attempt has been made to resume 
work. As far as could be learned yesterday 
there is a strong disinclination on the part 
of the unions which are not locked out to 
work with non-union men, and some of 
them declare flatly that the ultimatum of 
the Employers’ Association, which goes 
into effect to-day, is a subterfuge to intro- 
duce the open shop. 

Of the unions which are not tn the Build- 
fing Trades Alliance there are a number 
which, according to their representatives, 
will refuse to work with non-nuion men, 
but not out of sympathy with the Alliance. 
Among these is the Housesmiths and 
Bridgemen’s Union, which was the strong- 
est organization in the old Board of Build- 
ing Trades. Patrick Katernash, delegate 
of this union, said yesterday: 


Housesmiths to Hold Aloof. 


“We have no dealings with the Building 
Trades Alliance, but at the same time our 
men will nct work with non-union men or 
with dual unions. As far as the Building 
Trades Alliance is concerned the House- 
smiths and Sridgemen’s Union kept out of 
it because most of the unions composing the 
Alliance left the housesmiths alone 
fight last year against the arbitration 
agreement. 

“Now, although the 
gamated with the new union under a reor- 
ganization plan based on the arbitration 
agreement, we obtained more concessions 
than we ever did before. The very same 


people are in control of our union as in the ; 


days of the Board of Building Trades, but 
we cannot thank the alliance for this. We 
will, however, refuse to work with non- 
union men on principle, irrespective of the 
alliance. I believe if the ironworkers are 
asked to work with non-union men to- 
morrow they will quit.” 

The Granite Cutters’ Union has not signed 
the arbitration agreement because its em- 
ployers are not in the Building Trades Em- 
ployers’ Association. The union is not in 
the Building Trades Alliance for the same 
yeason as the housesmiths, but will refuse 
to work with non-union men. Charles De- 
lanay, business agent of the union, said: 

“The ultimatum of the Employers’ Asso- 
ciation is simply a subterfuge to introduce 
the open shop. What is the difference be- 
tween employing union and non-union men 
indiscriminately, even if the object is to 
form these men into a new union and the 
cpen shop? The employers know that if 
they declared openly for the open shop they 
would have the biggest fight they ever ex- 
perienced and would finally be defeated.

Alexander Law of the 
Carpenters said that the brotherhood locals 
at a general meeting on Saturday morning 
had decided not to go back to work to-day. 

“I think,” said he, “if the employers 
undertake to form an administration union 
of carpenters big enough to supply all the 
men it needs it will have the biggest task 
it ever undertook.” 

Representatives of the Electrical Work- 
ers’ Union, the Safety Engineers’ Union, 
and other organizations in the alliance said 
they would not say anything in advance of 
the general meeting of the alliance to be 
held to-day and on the action of which a 
great deal depends in the present fight. 
They all declared, however, that their 
unions would not work with non-union men.

Investigating Blackmail End. 


As the crisis in the building war ap- 
proaches, it is intimated that there will 
be a further investigation of charges 
against labor leaders for accepting bribes. 
District Attorney Jerome had a number of 
employes of the People’s Security Com- 
pany, in the offices of which Philip Wein- 
seimer was arrested, before the Grand Jury 
last week, and it is understood that the 
inquiry will be continued. 

A statement has been made by.the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office that the affairs of 
the security company were not being in- 
vestigated, and it is surmised that he is 
trying to reach other wnion men. The 
Prince bill, which makes it a crime for an 
employer to give a bribe as well as for an 
employe to receive it, becomes operative on 
Sept. 1. Assemblyman Samuel Prince, the 
author of the bill, in discussing it yester- 
day said: 

“‘Some of the employers supposing that 
the bill was retroactive, have written to 
me about the matter. I simply replied that 
if they have any crooked dealings on hand 
with walking delegates they had better wind 
it up before Sept. 1. The bill is not retro- 
active. Before I drafted the bill I had 
several conferences with District Attorney 
Jerome, who told me that two years ago he 
would have been glad if such a bill had 
been in existence. 

“At that time there were seventeen 
prominent employers identified in one plan 
by which walking delegates were paid 
money. Two of them confessed, but the 
District Attorney to his sorrow was unable 
to do anything. The bill provides that any 
person or corporation who offers or gives 
money to a labor representative to call a 
strike or to send men back to work is 
guilty of a misdemeanor, the punishment 
for which is imprisonment for not more 
than one year or a fine of not more than 
$1,000. 

“There are many honest employers, and 
there are also honest labor representatives, 
but there are also people on both sides who 
if they are honest, are so because they are 
afraid of the .aw. The new law pill fur- 
nish an additional incentive to honesty, and 
I believe will strike at the root of the graft 
system, as far as the building trades are 
concerned.”’ 


QUESTIONS INSURANCE PLAN. 


Member Begins Suit Against Catholic 
Benevolent Legion.

NEWARK, N. J., Aug. 21.—Paul V. 
Flynn of this city has filed a suit in the 
United States Court at Trenton to restrain 
the Supreme Council, Catholic Benevolent 
Legion, from carrying out its new reor- 
ganization plan and to place the affairs of 
the legion in the hands of a receiver. 

Mr. Flynn, in his bill, alleges that by the 
action it took last May in adopting the re- 
organization plan, the Supreme Council vio- 
lated its charter. He asserts that under 
this charter the legion was organized on 
an assessment basis, and that the officers 
have no authority to adopt a level premium

‘TRAIN LOAD IN DANGER 


FROMACT OF AMADMAR 


‘Keeper Opened Long Beach 
Draw in Front of Engine. 


SWORE NONE SHOULD PASS 


Accident Averted, Maniac Chase 
Crew with Hatchet Until 
Overpowered. 


Four hundred passengers bound for Long 
Beach in a seven-car train of the Long 
Beach Division of the Long Island Railroad 


yesterday afternoon are congratulating 


themselves on their escape from death or 
serious injury at the hands of a maniac. 
That they were not plunged off the track 
into a creek without the slightest warning 
of their danger was due solely to the vigi- 
lance of the engineer. 


When the train due at Long Beach at 
8 o'clock reached Wreck Lead, a flag sta- 
tion a short distance west of the beach, a 
red flag was suddenly waved in the face 
of the engineer, and he brought his train 
to a stop. At this point there is a draw- 
bridge over an inlet. It is unusual for the 
draw to be open when trains are due, and 
the engineer had no thought of being held 
up there. When the train came to a 
standstill it was within only a few feet 
of the open draw. 

There was no one in sight to throw any 
light on the situation. The conductor and 
a brakeman found a boat near by, and with 
it they crossed to the Long Beach side of 
the stream. There they found Samuel 
Eldridge, fifty vears old, who for the last 
thirty years has been an employe of the 
railroad and for several years past has 
had charge of the drawbridge. 

When Eldridge saw the uniforms cf the 
trainmen he became violent, and, catching 
up a hatchet, started after them. They 
beat a hasty retreat back to the train, with 
the drawkeeper in hot pursuit in another 
boat. The conductor seemed to be the chief 
object of Fldridge’s chase. Shouting at the 
top of his voice that no more trains should 
cross that draw, Eldridge pursued the 
frightened conductor in and out and around 
the train, all the while brandishing the 
hatchet. 

Realizing that there was a madman 
among them, the women passengers be- 
came frantic, and the men knew not which 
way to turn. When Eldridge could catch 
his breath he would start singing gospel 
hymns, ending up with ‘Glory to God, 
you can't pass-it!” 

Finally, in response to the conductor's 
eries for help, several of the passengers 
went to his assistance in a body, and one 
of them, a heavy built man, landed his 
right on the drawkeeper’s jaw and-#sent 
him to the ground. He was then bound 
hand and foot and put on to the train. 

All efforts to induce him ~» tell where he 
had put the key to the u.awer were use- 
less. In his ravings he said he had thrown 
it into the water and the trainmen were 
inclined to believe that he had, as no trace 
of it could be found. As a last resort, one 
of the crew was sent to a near-by station 
to obtain a duplicate key. The trip had 
to be made on foot, and it was more than 
an hour before the man returned. Then the 
draw was closed and the train proceeded 
with Eldridge on board. Later he was 
brought to St. John’s Hospital, in Long 
Island City, and confined as dangerously 
insane. 

Eldridge’s friends said yesterday that he 
had never failed to perform his duty faith- 
fully until a few weeks ago, when he is 
said to have begun drinking whisky after 
years of temperance. 

Others said that Eldridge has acted ! 
strangely for some time past and that the 
Long Island Railroad management had 
been warned that he was an unsafe man 
for the place.

Chief of Brotherhood Says They Are in 
Earnest This Time.

The Manhattan Division of the Brother-

The 
company must keep its pledge made to us 
sixteen months ago, promising priority to 
the elevated men in work on the subway.” 

Jencks admitted that the company had 


been to a certain extent doing this, but 


added: 

“We want to take our records with us. 
Some of us have been fifteen or. sixteen 
years in the service, and we want to get 
the benefit of these records.”’ 

It is said that the company does not in- 
tend to promote all the men, for the reason 
that it would not be for the best interest 
of the company or the public to do so. 
Some of the men are not competent to fill 
certain positions. 

Others are men who learn quicxty, and 
therefore stand a chance of promotion. 
They therefore cannot for this reason 
make a hard and fast »fomise to place the 

; men on the subway jobs by seniority. 

The committee of the Brotherhood will 
try to'see Mr. Bryan to-day and will then 
report to the meeting.

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BOYS DRAW AMBULANCE. 


Horse Hurt, and Doctor, Patient, and 
Driver Shaken Up in Collision. 


Following a collision late last night be- 
tween a north-bound car of the Second 
Avenue surface line and\an ambulance of 
the Hudson Street Hospital, in which the 
attending surgeon, the patient, and the 
driver were shaken up and the horse so 
badly hurt he could not proceed further, 
fourteen husky young east siders fastened a 
rope to the vehicle and drew it from Worth 
and Centre Streets to the hospital, six 
blocks away. In the ambulance were the 
patient, the surgeon, and the driver, who 
did not care to walk after their experience. 

The ambulance responded to a hurry call 
from Mott Street, where Policeman Ray- 
mond of the Elizabeth Street Station had 


found Domintck Rambona, forty-four years | 


old, of 68 Mott Street, on the second floor 
stairway of a big tenement there, uncon- 
scious from what he thought was poison. 

Dr. Stern answered the call. Herman 
Lazarus of 901 East One Hundred and 
Eighty-third Street drove the ambulance. 
They got the patient and started to the 
hospital. Lazarus drove through Worth 
Street, and as he neared Centre he heard 
the gong of an approaching street car 
He tried to pull in, did not succeed, pte | 
realized that a collision was certain. He 
swerved ‘“ Bitty,” the big gray horse, 
sharply to the right, but could not get out 
of the way in time. 

Motorman John Walsh tried to stop the 
car, but failed, and it struck the horse. 
The motorman was thrown from his feet 
and caught under the car fender, while the 
ambulance was upset. Driver Lazarus was 
sent flying into the street, while Dr. Stern, 
who was riding behind, escaped serious in- 
jury only by jumping. Rambona, the pa- 
tient, was badly bruised. 

A crowd gathered and the car was lifted 
off the horse. He had a broken foreleg. Dr. 
Stern was anxious about his patient, as 
he had been told the police regarded the 
case as suspicious. He was wondering 
how he could get him to the hospital when 
one young fellow stepped out or the crowd 
and said: 

* We'll get you there, Doc., climb in.” 

Then a rope was fastened to the ambu- 
lance. Fourteen young fellows caught hold 
and started the wagon bowling along over 
the pavement at a merry clip. They made 
the trip to the hospital in quick time. 

The police learned that Rampona had 
been at a wedding on the top floor of 50 
Mott Street. Luigi Rambona, a brother of 
the patient, said that he had started to 
walk down stairs and had fallen from the 
third floor to the second. Luigi and Giu- 
seppe Consello, a druggist of 5) Mott 
Street, were arrested. The police said they 
told conflicting stories. 

Dr. Stern said he believed the case to be 
one of alcoholic coma, but advised the 
police to investigate. 


TRIED TO BRIBE HIM, HE SAYS. 


President of Pittsburg’s Select Council 
Mentions No Names, However.

PITTSBURG, Aug. 21.—President J. Smi- 
ley Whitman of the Select Council said to- 
day that an attempt had been made to 
bribe him by a man interested in the fil- 
tration ordinances. 

“fF -was flatly offered financial induce- 
ments by a man who is closely connected 
with the new combination in the Select 
Council to go along with it on the bond 
ordinance in Monday's meeting,”’ said Presi- 
dent Whitman. 

“The proposition was only on the bond 
ordinance. The traction ordinances were 
net mentioned. The man who made the of- 
fer was not a Councilman. No sum of 
money was mentioned, but the man said he 
had the cash to back up his offer."’ 

President Whitman said no one beside 
himself and the other man was present, and 
he refused to give the name of the briber, 
saying that he would, of course, deny the 
charge, and it would come to a question of 
veracity. 

The Select Council combination desires to 
prevent the passage of the $5,000,000 bond 
ordinance, which was voted for at the spe- 
cial election in July, for a filtration plant. 


BROKER ARRESTED AT BRIDGE. 


Is Said to Have e Tried an Climb in Car

Ross M. Turner, a broker, living at 58 
West Seventy-second Street, with offices 
at 27 Pine Street, was placed under arrest 
last night at the Manhattan end of the 
Brooklyn Bridge on a charge of disorderly 
conduct. 

Turner, accompanied by Newell Blass of 
27 Halsey Street, Brooklyn, was waiting 
for a Coney Island train on the upper 
south platform of the elevated train sta- 
tion at the Manhattan terminal, when he 
made an attempt to get into a car of a 
train by climbing through a window. 

Blass accompanied Turner to the Oak 
Street Police Station, and gave a bond 
for the appearance of the prisoner in the 
Tombs Police Court this morning. 


SAVING IN STEEL PROCESS. 


Carnegie Man Discovers Way of Reduc- 
ing Phosphorus in Ladle.

PITTSBURG, Penn., Aug. 21.—Superin- 
tendent Homer Williams of the Duquesne 
Steel Works, and an old Carnegie steel man, 
has perfected a process which, it is said, 
will mean a revolution in the manufacture 
of steel, 

He has succeeded in reducing the phos- 
phorus in the molten iron while still in the 
ladle, thus making it ready for the Besse- 
mer converter to be made into steel. The 
process is simple, and costs no more than 
the ordinary way of handling steel. Dif- 
ferent materials are used in lining the ladle, 
which cause a chemical reaction and neu- 
tralize the phosphorus. 


Killed Going to Brother’s Funeral.

—While on 
his way with his three children to attend | 
the funeral of his brother Edward in 
New York, James Rogers of that city, a 
cottager at Conegsus Lake, was knocked 
down by a horse in the yard of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Station at 
Mount Morris last night, and died in the 
Scoville House before morning. Mr. Rogers 
had been asked by a liveryman to hold the 
horse, which was frightened by the ap- 
profich of a train.

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JAPANESE SMASH

The Tsushima and Chitose Go 
to Sakhalin and Attack Her.

Russian Vessel] Run Ashore in a Sink- 
ing Condition—The Tsushima 
Damiged—-No Japanese 
Lives Lost.

TOKIO, Aug. 21.—It is officially an- 


nounced that between the afternoon of 
yesterday and the forencon of to-day 
two Japanese cruisers, the Chitose and 
the Tsushima, attacked the Russian 
cruiser Novik in Korsakovsk Harbor, 
Sakhalin, inflicted heavy injuries, 
finally drove her ashore a partial wreck. 
The Tsushima received a shell in her 
bunker, but was forthwith repaired and 
made seaworthy. The Japanese ships 
suffered no other injury. 

Prince Higashi Fushimi was on board 
the Chitose. 

It was the Russian gunboat Otvajni 
which was sunk by a mine on Aug. 18 
near Liao-thie-Shan.

TOKIO, Aug. 21.—After a severe engage- 


ment with the protected cruisers Chitose 
and Tsushima, the greyhounds of the Jap- 
anese Navy, the fleet Russian cruiser Novik

The con- 
test was resumed and terminated early this 
morning. 

Capt. Sukeichiro Takahashi, who is in 
command of the Chitose, reported the en- 
gagement in a brief telegram which reached 
the Navy Department here this afternoon. 
He says he first attacked the Russian cruis- 
er yesterday afternoon, and that this morn- 
ing he ilnflicted heavy damage upon her. 
The Novik nearly sank, but she was 
beached at Korsakovsk. 

A shell from the Novik struck the Tsu- 
shima in a bunker. Temporary repairs, 
however, rendered the Japanese cruiser sea- 
worthy, "and she continued to fight. The 
Japanese suffered no casualties. 

Capt. Sento commanded the Tsushima. 

No additional details of the engagement 
have been received here. The fate of the 
crew of the Novik is not known, but it is 
thought they abandoned their vessel and 
landed at Korsakovsk. 

It is generally thought here that the 
Chitose and Tsushima steamed in close to 
the Novik this morning and completed the 
destruction of the vessel. 

It is expected that a detailed report from 
the commander of the Chitose will be re- 
ceived to-morrow. This report is anxiously 
awaited. 

The news of the destruction of the Novik 
has been received in a curious manner by 
the Japanese public. From a political point 
of view it is highly satisfactory, for the 
Novik could have been most dangerous as 
a commerce destroyer, but, considering the 
matter from a sentimental standpoint, 
much regret is expressed at her destruction. 
The Novik has been splendidly handled and 
bravely fought throughout the war, and 
Japanese naval officers and the public gen- 
erally have frequently expressed admira- 
tion for the cruiser, her commander, and 
her crew. 


ST. PETERSBURG. Monday, Aug. 22.— 
The report that the Novik has been sunk 


; has not yet been puplished here. 


If it is true it will be greatly deplored, 
for the gallant cruiser, which has been fre- 
quently mentioned in dispatches, endeared 
herself to the whole nation by her tireless 
activity at Port Arthur. It has been uni- 
versally hoped that she would reach Vladi- 
vostok in safety. 


THE NOVIK A GALLANT SHIP. 


Distinguished Herself in Battles with 
Togo—Chitose Built in America. 
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Sakhalin Island, in one of whose harbors ! 


the cruiser Novik was sunk, is a Russian 
possession separated from Yezo, Japan's 
northern island, by La Perouse Strait. 
The lower end of the island is more than 
700 miles from Vladivostok. 

After her departure oh Aug. 12 from the 
German harbor of Tsing-Tau, where she 
lad taken refuge following the battle of 
Tcgo’s and Wittsoeft’s squadrons, the No- 
vik made.a journey of more than 3,000 
miles to Korsakovsk. This long journey was 
evidently made in fast time, for she left 
Tsing-Tau early on the morning of Aug. 
12, passed through Van Diemen Strait, and 
went outside the Japanese Islands, ar- 
riving at Korsakovsk either Aug. 19 or 20. 

In the engagements with the Japanese 
fleet under Admiral Togo the Novik distin- 
guished herself equally with the armored 
cruiser Bayan. Although only a protected 
cruiser, on one occasion, when the battle- 
ships of the Russian Port Arthur squadron ! 
had sought the shelter of the land forti- 
fications, she stood out and received the 
fire of the entire Japanese tleet and, to the 
surprise of both the Russians and Japan- 
ese, managed to get back to Port Arthur 
safely. She was the most active of the 
Port Arthur cruisers in repelling the at- 
tacks of the Japanese torpedo vessels, and 
was also among the most prominent in 
scoot duty.

Message, Dated Aug. 16, Reports Re- 
pulse of Japanese Attacks. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 21.—Emperor 
Nicholas has received the following mes- 
sage, dated Aug. 16, from Lieut. Gen, Stoes- 
sel, commander of the military forces at 
Port Arthur: 

“The Japanese made a two days’ attack 
on our position in the Uglovaia Mountains, 
near Louisa Bay. All their attacks were 
repulsed. 

“The Uglovaia, Vysokaia, and Divisionaia 
Mountains remain in our hands, 

“The enemy’s losses were very great. 

“The following officers particularly dis- 
tinguished themselves: Gen. Kondratonko, 
Col. Irmann, Lieut. Col. Yolchino, and Capt, 
Andreieff. 

“This morning a representative of the 
Japanese Army, Major Yamaoka, presented 
himself at our advanced posts with let- 


ter signed by Gen. Nogi and Admiral Togo, 
demanding the surrender of the fortress. 
The proposal was, of course, rejected. 

*‘T have the happiness to report that the 
troops are in excellent condition and that 
they fight heroically.” 


VLADIVOSTOK SHIPS’ FIGHT. 


Described as the Most Desperate in 
Modern Naval Warfare. 


VLADIVOSTOK, Aug. 21.—The following 
additional details of the fight off ‘Tsu Isl- 
and between tie Russian Viadivostok 
squadron and Vice Admiral Kamimura’s 
vessels are supplied by the Russian corre- 
spondent of The Associated Press: 

“The cruisers Rossia and Gromoboi, the 
two surviyors of our brave squadron, are 
again in this harbor after the most desper- 
ate battle of modern naval warfare. Haif 
of the officers and 40 per cent. of the men 
were killed or wounded in the unequal fight. 
The gallant Rurik was lost, and the Rossia 
and Gromoboi became almost kelpless crip- 
ples, but there is grim satisfa¢tion in Know- 
ing that they carried out their orders, 
fighting so as to weaken Admiral Kami- 
mura's squadron with the object of allow- 
ing the Pert Arthur squadron to force the 
passage of the Korean Strait, which had 
hitherto been impassable.”’ 

The correspondent mentions many details 
of the battle which have already been 
covered in The Associated Press dispatches, 
and says that there are others of which, 
for reasons that are obvious, he cannot 
speak, but he is enabled to give the fol- 
lowing on the authority of Rear Admiral 
Jessen and other surviving officers of the 
squadron, many of whom are now in the 
hospital at Vladivostok, tenderly nursed, 
partly by the same devoted force of sur- 
geons and attendants who worked over 
them all day long under the murderous fire 
of the enemy. 


Admiral Jessen'’s Mission. 


** Admiral Jessen hoisted his flag on the 
Rossia at 6 o’clock on the morning of Aug. 
i2, and the squadron steamed out in ac- 
curdance with previous instruction to meet 
Rear Admiral Wittsoeft, (commander of 
the Port Arthur squadron.) The purpose 
of the Viadivostok squadron was to draw 
of: Admiral Kamimura so as to clear the 
passage of the Korean Gulf for Admiral 
Wittsoeft, whose vessels, it was presumed, 
had been damaged and weakened in their 
fight with Admiral Togo. 

“The Japanese fleet was first sighted at 
4:35 on the morning of Aug. 14 in latitude 
35.8 longitude 103. It was barely daylight 
when the Russians observed by the smoke 
on the horizon four Japanese vessels steam- 
ing in column to the northwest. These 
vessels came up rapidly and proved to be 
four first-class cruisers, of which the Rus- 
sians identified the Iwate and the Adsuma. 


Russian Plan Failed. 


“If possible we would have gotten them 
dead to the north and then run to the 
southward to join forces with the Port Ar- 
thur squadron, avoiding a fight at that 
particular time, but the superior speed of 
the enemy prevented this. They edged us 
toward the Japanese shore, and seeing 
that a battle was inevitable and that under 
the circumstances this was part of our 
mission, we turned in the hope of coming 
to close quarters and damaging the enemy 
as much as possible, but the Japanese 
ships were never speedier, and they chose 
to make it a long-range fight. They had 
superior artillery, and were better protect- 
ed, especially with regard to their steering 
gear. 

“The respective strength of the sequad- 
rons, according to the standard of naval 
coefficiency, was: Russian, 70; Japanese, 
190. 

‘The battle commenced at 5 o'clock in 
the morning at a range of six miles, The 
Russians were steaming so as to force the 
Japanese line when a shell struck the stern 
of the Rurik and irreparably damaged her 
rudder. She hoisted a signal to this effect, 
and Admiral Jessen replied by signaling 
‘Steer by propellers,’ but the damage in- 
cluded one of the screws, and the Rurik 
was foreed to lie to while the Japanese 
drew in and concentrated their fire on the 
crippled cruiser, allowing Admiral Jessen 
to proceed. 

‘“‘Admiral Jessen on the Rossia, seeing 
the Rurik in difficulty, swung around, fol- 
lowed by the Gromoboji, and threw his 
better armored vessel between the Japan- 
ese and the Rurik, taking the full force 
of the Japanese big-gun fire while the 
Rurik's erew worked desperately but hope- 
lessly to repair the steering gear. 

“In the meantime wireless messages 
were humming in the air ealling up Japa- 
nese reinforcements. Three smoke-plumes 
appeared to the westward, and they proved 
to be from two second-class Japanese cruis- 
ers, one of which was the Tokiwa, and from 
a third, a vessel of the Nitaka type. These 
vessels manoeuvred so as to get the range

Gun Crews Killed, ; 


“The battle continued until 8 o'clock in 
the morning. The Rossia suffered heavily, 
Her guns were largely unprotected and the 
crews were killed ‘at their stations, while 
the guns themselves: were dismantled. 

*“The Gromoboi, which was better pro- 
tected, had no heavy guns and was put out 
of action. 

“The Japanese persistently refused to 
close in, but lay off pounding us with their 
heavy guns. Terrible havoc was caused by 
the terrific bursting charges of the Jap- 
anese shells, probably of the new Shimose 
powder, which wrecked and shattered ev- 
erything wherever they landed. 

“Our ure was steady and accurate, but 
only the larger guns were available. 

“The Rurik signalled that her repairs 
had been completed, and Admiral Jessen 
signaled her to proceed to Vladivostok, 

‘“‘ Admiral Jgssen then attempted to draw 
off the Japahese so as to allow the Rurik 
a charice to escape, but he succeeded only 
partially. The four big Japanese cruisers 
attached themselves to the Rossia and 
Gromoboi, steering a parallel course, but 
never nearer than three and three-quarter 
miles. Admiral Jessen drew off to the 
northwest, while the three smaller cruis- 
ers hung on the flanks of the: crippled 
Rurik, which kept up the fight until she 
and her enemies were lost on the horizon. 


Japanese Ships Cease Pursuit. 


“The flagship continued the battle with 
the four armorclads until 10 o’clock, when 
the Japanese vessels suddenly ceased firing 
and turned and steamed at a greatly in- 
creased speed in the direction of Japan. 

‘It was impossible for us to follow them. 
The Rossia’s four funnels were Dadly dam- 
aged, reducing her draught and lowering 
her speed, while many of the smaller stcam 
connections were cut by the Japanese shells, 
making it difficult to ascertain the real 
extent of the injuries sustained. Iscth the 
Rossia and the Gromoboi were leaking 
badly. 

“The former had been hit in the hull 
eleven times, while the latter had six holes 
on the waterline. Every wave broke through 
the shell holes, which the crews covered as 
best they couid with collision mats, stop- 
ping them on the inside. 

“The two cruisers made their way to 
Viadivostok, where they arrived on the 
evening of Aug. 15 without having sighted 
the Rurik. 

“The Russian casualties were terrible. 
The surgeons, who had worked with he- 
roic bravery under fire throughout the bat- 
tle, continued their work until the vessels 
arrived in port, going almost without food 
and sleep. 

‘Curiously enough, not a mechanic on 
either vessel was injured, the heaviest 
losses being among the ammunition han- 
dlers. 

“The details of the casualties are: On the 
Rossia—Killed, 1 officer and 47 men; 
wounded, 9 officers and 169 men. On the 
Gromoboi—Killed, 3 officers and 83 men; 
wounded, 5 officers and 193 men.”

JAPANESE VISIT J. P. HOLLAND. 


Submarine Boat Inventor Says They Are 
Unofficial—New Craft Planned.

NEWARK, N. J., Aug. 21.—The home 
of John P. Holland, the designer of sub- 
marine boats, at -38 Newton’ “Street, has 
been besieged by Japanese visitors of late, 
and people are wondering whether Mr. Hol- 
land has been receiving communications 
from the Japanese Government in regard to 
submarine boats or flying devices. Both 
of these Mr. Holland will devote his time 
to in future independently, as he is no 
longer interested in the Holland Submarine 
Boat Company. 

Mr. Holland said yesterday that the 
presence of the Japanese had no interna- 
tional significance, but that they had vis- 
ited him in regard to agencies for his in- 
ventions in the East. His visitors were 
identified with commercial enterprises in 
this country, he said, and were seeking to 
handle some of the patent submarine boats 
for the Japanese Government later. 

Mr. Holland has applied for a number of 
new patents, on original lines, and believes 
that he can build a submiarine boat that 
can travel twice as fast as those of the 
old pattern. His new designs call for 
smaller and more compact vessels, with 
far less complicated mechanism, greater 
safety in handling, and power of remain- 


ing under water for longer periods than 
the old boats. His flying machine devices 
will not be perfected until he can complete 
his work on the new submarine. 


OUR REQUEST TO RUSSIA. 


Renewed Efforts on Behalf of Jewish 
Travelers May Succeed. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 21.—The United 
States Government has again formally pro- 
posed to Russia the opening of negotiations 
for the unrestricted recognition of Ameri- 
can passports. In accordance with the 
law of the empire only foreign Jews of 
specified classes—merchants having busi- 
ness connections in the country, &c.—are 
allowed to enter Russia, but quite a liberal 
policy has been pursued in making ex- 
ceptions to the rule where legitimate rea- 
sons therefor are given. Exceptions, how- 
ever, are seldom made in the cases of Rus- 
sian Jews who have been naturalized 
abroad. The inhibition extends to the Jews 


of every country. 

The basis of this proposition is the joint 
resolution of the United States Congress, 
passed on April 23 last, which lends it 
additional weight as being the expression 
of the united wish of the representatives 
of the American people, Both verbally and 
by note the subject has_ been’ presented 
to Foreign Minister Lamsdorff by Ambas- 
sador McCornick. 

While under ordinary circumstances it 
is not probable that Russia would even 
vield to the extent of discussing a ques- 
tion affecting the internal policy of the 
empire, and while compliance with the 
American wish would probably entail a 
change in Russian laws, the more liberal 
policy recently manifested toward the Jews 
of Russia seems to create at least room 
for hope that Mr. McCormick may now 
succeed where his predecessors failed.

DEATH AND WIDE RUIN 
~~ IN-WAKE OR TORNADO 


Sixteen Persons in Minnesota 
Known to Have Been Killed. 


acca OTHERS BADLY INJURED 


| Buildings Demolished and Trees Up- 
rooted in the Twin Cities—Damage 
Now Estimated at $2,000,000, 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 2].—Death to six- 
tecn persons, injuries to many others, and 
destruction to property, both private and 
public, estimated in ronud numbers at 
$2,000,000, resulted from the tornado which 
Swept through many counties last night and 
devastated the Twin Cities and their en- 
virons. 

At a point below Fort Snelling there is 
the first known evidence that the storm 
struck with damaging effect. It came from 
the southwest, end uprooted trees and de- 
molished buildings in its pathway toward 
St. Paul. 

It tore off two spans of the High Bridge. 
There th2 bridge connected with the high 
bluffs at West St. Paul, 180 feet above the 
river, This mass of steel was carried to 
the fltas below, where flying girders and 
heavy planks fell «n seyeral small frame 
houses, crushing them competely, None of 
the cccupants of these houses was hurt, 
Having setn the storm coming, they had 
taken refuge in the caves in the hillside, 
where they were safe. 

The storm toro along the flats, uprooting 
trees on Harriet Island, and then struck 
this city at the Wabasha Street Bridge. 

Underneath the débris of the Tivoli, when 
the storm had passed, were found the 1aan- 
gled bodies of Lorin F, Hokanson, one of 
the employes in the concert hall, and 
George Kwenton, one of the audience. 

The storm then rushed on to ihe north- 
east over the wholesale district, and here 
the greatest destruction to property »\/as 
wrought. After causing havoc in St. Paul, 
the tornado swept onward to Minneapolis 
and its suburbs. Here, however, the de- 
struction of property was not so great, al- 
though telephone and telegraph wires were 
torn down in great numbers. 

For hours the Twin Cities were cut off 
from any communication with the outside 
world. 


Buried in the Tivoli’s Ruins. 


The Tivoli Tnaatre was a frame structure 
on the Sandstone Eluff at the edge of the 
river. A vaudeville performance was in 
progress, and the house was fairly well 


filled, The two men killed were buried un- 
der aébris of the roof, and about a dozen 
persons, Wom:n performers and others, also 
were found in the ruins, Many of them 
were severely hurt before they were ex- 
tricated by the Fire Department, which 
rushed to the rescue as soon as the storm 
had abated its tury. 

Across Wabasha Street, the Empire Thea- 
tre, a two-story brick house of the same 
character as the Tivoli, was unroofed and 
otherwise badly damaged. 

Nearly all of the business blocks on Third 
Street, between Wabasha and Sibly Streets, 
a distance of five blocks, were damaged. 
Roots were blown off, plate-glass windows 
shattered, and huge signs sent scurrying 
through the air like feathers.

Are Not Out in St. Louis.

CHICAGO, Aug. 21.—At the regular meet- 
ing of the Chicago Federation of Labor, 
which was held this afternoon, it was de- 
cided to ask the general public for aid for 
the men now out or strike in the stock- 
yards. 

The Secretary of the Federation was a!so 
instructed to request President Gompers of 
the American Federation of Labor to cull a 
special meeting of the Executive Council of 
that body for the purpose of devising ways 
and means of sustaining the strikers.

ST. LOUIS, Aug. 21.—‘‘The man who 
would stand idly by ang see others take 
his place and not interfere is an ingrate 
to the cause of unionism,’’ declared Presi- 
dent Michael Donnelly of the Packing 
House Employers’ Union, addressing a 
large crowd in the City Hall of East St. 
Louis. to-day. 

He declared that cattle were being ab- 
sassinated, not butchered, and that the 
packers could not long continue to operate 
their plants without their old employes, 
when they would be compelled to call off 
the strike and give the victory to the 
strikers. 

Donnelly expressed his indignation that 
members of the allied trades, such as en- 
gineers, firemen, and electricians employed 
in the packing houses in East St. Louis 
should still be at work.

Championships. 


MANY FOREIGN COMPETITORS 


Elaborate Preparations for the Big 
Sports in St. Louis Next Week— 
Entries Close To-night. 


Although the entry list for the third 
modern renewal of the Olympic games, to 
be held in St. Louis next week, beginning 
Monday, Aug.. 29, does not close until to- 
night, enough entries have already been 
received to indicate that logal athletes will 
make a strong and representative show- 
ing at these world’s championship events. 
Teams will be sent by the New York Ath- 
letic Club, the Greater New York Irish 
Athletic Association, and the Pastime Ath- 
letic Club of this city to take part in all 
the events, while the Metropolitan Asso- 
ciation of the Amateur Athletic Union will 
send eight local runners to compete in 
the Marathon race. 

In addition to the local representatives 
teams will be sent by the following out- 
side organizations: Chicago Athletic Asso- 
ciation, Milwaukee Athletic Association, 
Louisville Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion, Bridgeport Gymnasium, Cambridge, 
Mass., Young Men's Christian Association, 
Cornell University, Amherst College, Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, Franklin. Athletic 
Club, Cleveland, Ohio; Chicago University, 
Missouri Athletic Club, Denver Athletic 
Club, University of Colorado, Pacific Ath- 
letic Club of California, and the Bufalo 
Young Men's Christian Association. 

The sprinters who are entered in the 
sixty, 100, and 200 metre races are: Hahn, 
“Milwaukee; Hogenson, Chicago; Cartmell, 
Louisville; Walsh, New York Athleic Club; 
Robinson, Greater New York Irish Athletic 
Association; Hunter, Louisville; Snediger 
and Abadie, Pacific Athletic Association;

FAILED. TO SWIM CHANNEL. 


Greasley, the Third Contestant, Had to 
Give Up—Holbein’s Sufferings. 


DOVER, England, Aug. 21.—S. W. Greas- 
ley, the third man to enter the water in the 
attempt to swim the Straits of Dover this 
year, and who started this morning, gave 
up the trial after an hour and a half, owing 
to the extreme low temperature of the 
water. 

Holbein yesterday in his attempt to cross 
the Channel made a plucky struggle and 
swam well until darkness set in, but at 
midnight violent spasms of sickness oyer- 
took him, and he swallowed considerable 
quantities of sea water owing to the breeze 
driving the wavelets dead in his teeth. This, 
combined with the low temperature of the 
water, caused intestinal catarrh, rendering 
Holbein unable to retain nourishment, al- 
though he was fed frequently. 

All this trouble, however, he doggedly 
kept to himself. Even when he began to 
swerve ‘badly from his course nobody 
thought he would give up. His attendants 
cheerfully encouraged him, but finally, at 
2:30 this morning, he appeared to have 
realized the hopelessness of his task, and 
said pathetically, ‘I have been sick all 
night. I must come out.”’ 

He was then eight and a half miles from 
Cape Gris-Nez. He was lifted into a warm 
poin, and-soon revived;-and was able to 
‘walk ashore without aid when he reached 
Dover.

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THE TRUTH ABOUT THE GOLD 


STANDARD. 


The present eagerness of Republicans 
to pose as the original and only cham- 
pions of the gold standard recalls the 
famous lines of the poet: 

Seven wealthy towns contend for HomsR 
dead, 

Through which the living Homer begged 
his bread. 

President RoosEVELT 
speech of acceptance: 


declared in his 


We know what we mean when we speak 
of an honest and stable currency. We 
mean the same thing from year to year. 

It is possible that Mr. RoosEVELT now 
knows what he and his party mean when 
they speak of a “stable currency,” but 
they were involved in a deal of fog in 
the matter and spoke even such convic- 
tions as they had with extreme timidity 
in 1896, and they delayed as long as pos- 
sible the fulfillment of their pledges to 
make the currency stable, even after 
they had carried the election. There was 
such haste to fulfill the obligations as- 
fumed toward special interests that an 
extra session of Congress was called for 
the revision of the tariff; but this ses- 
sion and two others elapsed before there 
was any fulfillment of the pledge to es- 
‘tablish the gold standard. 

The truth, well known at the time, 
but now somewhat obscured by the lapse 
of events, is that it was the gold Demo- 
crats of 1896 who were the outspoken 
friends of the gold standard and not the 
Republicans. By this we mean not only 
the Democrats who patriotically sur- 
rendered hopes of party preferment and 
named a separate ticket at Indianapolis, 
but those regular Democrats in the gold 
States who chose delegates to the Na- 
tional Convention in the Spring of 1896. 
In Massachusetts, in Maryland, in Min- 
nesota, in Michigan, and in many other 
States, sound money platforms were 
adcpted. Not only was the gold stand- 
ard indorsed and free coinage of silver 
opposed, but in Massachusetts the grad- 
ual withdrawal of the greenbacks was 
proposed. It only when Ken- 
tucky disappointed the expectations 
of the gold men by choosing a sil- 
ver delegation that the scale was 
turned in favor of silver in the Dem- 
ocratic National Convention. The gold 
men in the party in every State had 
made a more direct, manly, and aggres- 
sive fight than was made in any Repub- 
lican State Convention, and when they 
failed to carry their point at the Na- 
tional Convention they remained true to 
their convictions by refusing to vote for 
the silver candidate. 

What policy was Mr. RoosEVELT him- 
self then urging upon his party, whose 
policy now ‘is contin- 
uous and is the same for all sections 
and localities’’? Did he then 
ommend that his party utter the word 
“gold” bravely and distinctly, as did 
the regular Democratic State Conven- 
tions of Massachusetts, Maryland, Mich- 
Delaware. and many 
other States? No. An article from his 
pen appeared in The Century of Novem- 
ber, 1895, on “The Issues of 1896,” 
which indulged in the following cold 
sneer <t the men who were fighting for 
the gold standard:

All that the Republican National or-

be foisted upon the country. 

The gold standard, as Judge ParkKER 
has declared, is “firmly and irrevoca- 
bly established.” It has been so es- 
tablished more by the logic of events 
than by the virtues or courage of 
the party in power. Being thus es- 
tablished, it is idle for the Republicans 
to attempt to throw doubt upon the at- 
titude of the Democratic candidate or the 
convention which indorsed his view by a 
four-fifths vote. 

Every one who knows the facts knows 
that it was the persistent, unremitting 
pressure of the business interests which 
finally extorted a gold standard law 
from the Republican Party. There would 
probably be no such law on the statute 
books to-day but for the organization of 
the Indianapolis Monetary Convention 
and the persevering, tactful, and self- 
sacrificing public spirit of Mr. HucH H. 
Hanna, the Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of that organisation. The 
first proposals for legislation were ridi- 
culed by Republican leaders, and only 
when through the Indianapolis organiza- 
tion the pressure of the business inter- 
ests was felt in every Congressional dis- 
trict did the Republican leaders reluc- 
tantly begin to consider seriously dis- 
posing of the monetary issue by the en- 
actment of a gold standard law. 

That issue is now closed. The men who 
proved by their acts and votes in 1896 
that they were the strongest and most 
courageous gold men in the country are 
now back at the head of the Democratic 
organization. There is less to fear from 
them of unwise currency tinkering than 
there is from the party which evaded the 
issue until it was forced to meet it, and 
even in enacting the gold standard law 
showed its cowering timidity by attach- 
ing to it the ridiculous declaration—sub- 
ject for unending laughter in Europe and 
among all intelligent students of the sub- 
ject in America—that this law was “ not 
intended to preclude the accomplishment 
of international bimetallism whenever 
conditions shall make it expedient and 
practicable to secure the same.” 

THE COURT OF APPEALS. 

We should say that the manifesto of 
Attorney General CUNNEEN was adapted 
to defeat rather than to attain its au- 
thor’s avowed object of getting himself 
elected to the Court of Appeals. We are 
entirely clear that such ought to be its 
effect. It is at least deeply disappoint- 
ing to those who have conceived a fa- 
vorable opinion of Mr. CUNNEEN as an 
industrious and efficient Attorney Gen- 
eral, and as a proper candidate for the 
Court of Appeals in case of a vacancy 
in that body which required the choice 
of some jurist not already on the bench. 

There are two Judges already on the 
bench by designation, who have com- 
mended themselves to the bar of the 
State, and whose continuance is desired, 
it appears, by all lawyers whose prefer- 
ences are determined by professional 
rather than by political considerations. 
To such lawyers it appears most desira- 
ble to take the judiciary in general, and 
the Court of Appeals in particular, as 
much out of politics as our system of an 
elective judiciary will permit. That con- 
summation Mr. CUNNEEN does not re- 
gard as desirable. On the contrary, he 
announces his intention of preventing it, 
iZ possible, in the interest of his per- 
sonal ambition. He cannot complain if 
lawyers and laymen to whom it does ap- 
pear desirable are induced by his mahi- 
festo to regard it as most undesirable, 
in the interest of the impartiality and 
of the dignity of the Court of Appeals, 
that he should become a member of it. 

The reasons for the election to the 
Court of Appeals of the two Judges now 
serving on it by designation, given by 
lawyers of both parties as lawyers, and 
not as partisans, are purely professional 
and judicial, and concern the efficiency of 
the court. The argument in his own 
favor made by Mr. CUNNBEN is purely 
pelitical, and does not take account at 
all of the efficiency of the court. Where- 
in does a “ Democratic’’ Judge of the 
Court of Appeals of this State differ from 
a Republican Judge, provided he is an 
equally good Judge? We quite under- 
stand that there is a difference in the 
case of a Judge of the Supreme Court of 
the United States. A Democratic Judge 
is committed, by the fact of his Democ- 
racy, to different doctrines of Constitu- 
tional construction from those held by a 
Republican Judge, and may be expected 
to maintain those doctrines in the decis- 
ion of cases that come before the court, 
But the Court of Appeals of this State 
has not those duties. What can it mean 
for a Judge of that court to promise to 
be a Democratic Judge, unless it means 
that he will favor Democratic suitors? 

We conclude that this is not what Mr. 
CUNNEEN means, and we are entirely at 
a loss to know what he does mean, ex- 
cept that he would like to be a Judge of 
the Court of Appeals. He makes that 
plain; in fact, much too plain. There is 
a wholesome feeling that a Judgeship of 
the Court of Appeals is one of the of- 
fices which must not be too openly 
sought. Mr. CUNNEEN himself recognizes 
the feeling in admitting that “sup- 
port for judicial candidacy must not be 
unduly importuned.” But he “ unduly 
importunes” it all the same. No voter, 
whose vote is determined by the candi- 
date’s sense of judicial propriety, will be 
attracted by Mr. CUNNEEN’s amazing 
manifesto. ’ 


THE “GLUT” OF MONEY. 

It is the feeling in financial circles, as 
reported in our columns yesterday, that 
the accumulation of money at this cen- 
tre has probably reached its highest 
point for the season, and that, in re- 
sponse to the usual demand in the inte- 
rior, as the time for moving the crops 
approaches, it will shortly begin to flow 
out again. : 

The process of amcumulation has this 
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year been unusually active’ and sus- 
tained. On Saturday the total reserves 
had reached the remarkable figure of 
$361,005,700, and the surplus over Aegal 
requirements was $58,613,075. Five 
weeks ago the surplus passed the fifty- 
million mark, having advanced steadily, 
with but two slight checks, since the 
third week in May. It is higher now than 
it has been at the corresponding date 
within the past ten years. The deposits 
also have reached, in round numbers, 
$1,210,000,000, the highest amount in 
fourteen years. They are nearly 25 per 
cent. higher than last year at this sea- 
son. while the reserve is 36 per cent. 
higher, and the surplus is nearly thrice 
as great. 

It is no exaggeration to call this vast 
accumulation “idle,” since the current 
rates at which it can be loaned are lit- 
erally nominal, those for call loans run- 
ning down into the fractions of 1 per 
cent. To a considerable extent the con- 
gestion is due to the action of our arbi- 
trary currency system, which makes the 
withdrawal of bank issues difficult and 
expensive and awkward, and encour- 
ages, if it does not compel, the concen- 
tration of money in this centre when it 
is not required in the interior. The re- 
sults are sufficiently undesirable at all 
times, and at intervals, as the past has 
shown, are embarrassing and even dan- 
gerous, but it has not as yet been possi- 
ble to secure an agreement among bank- 
ers and financiers upon any adequate 
remedy. 


THE POPE AND FRANCE. 

The notion that the Pope was misled 
by the hasty action of his Foreign Sec- 
retary into the policy that produced the 
acute situation in France does not seem 
to be borne out by his latest proceeding. 
His Holiness has distinctly avowed his 
determination to assert his spiritual au- 
thority over the French Bishops, though 
it practically nullifies the civil authority 
of the French Government which it was 
the object of the Concordat to establish. 
To this Premier ComsBgs has replied in a 
manner all the more impressive because 
so free from passion, that the republic 
will have to take the steps necessary to 
protect its rights. The French Embassy 
has been withdrawn from the Vatican, 
and the Nuncio has been informed that 
his further residence near the Govern- 
ment of France will serve no useful pur- 
pose. He has retired, and the shield 
marking the official character of his 
abode has been removed. These are the 
steps which between two temporal Gov- 
ernments precede open hostilities, though 
they do not necessarily lead to a con- 
flict. : 

The question raised by the firm action 
of the Pope, which he may be supposed 
to know would be met by action as firm 
on the part of the French Government, 
is whether he really wishes the dissolu- 
tion of the Concordat, or whether he 
thinks, as some of his supporters in 
France profess to think, that an at- 
tempt by the French Government to 
abolish the Concordat will result in the 
defeat of the present Ministry, or, pos- 
sibly, in the overthrow of the republic. 
If he challenges the Government, as 
practically he does in his summoning 
the Bishops to Rome, he must expect one 
or the other of the two courses indicated. 
He leaves hardly any ground for com- 
promise, so far as can be judged. Wither 
he must be ready to accept the policy to 
which he is in effect driving the Govern- 
ment, or he must think that the Clerical 
Party in France can prevent the accom- 
plishment of that policy by the defeat 
of the Ministry. For the latter belief 
there is no apparent good ground. It is 
true that one of the Clerical leaders, 
Count DE MUN, a very sincere and able 
man, has expressed the opinion that the 
Ministry would fall if it tried to abolish 
the Concordat, but for years the anti- 
Clerical sentiment, as shown by the re- 
sults of the elections, has been quietly 
and steadily growing, and the latest of 
the expressions, the vote for Counselors 
General, taken since the attitude of the 
Pope was announced, has been distinctly 
favorable to the Government. Unless he 
has been acting under mistaken informa- 
tion as to the strength of his supporters 
in France, it would seem that his Holi- 
ness is really prepared to permit the dis- 
solution of the Concordat, to surrender 
the aid given heretofore by the State, and 
to look for the maintenance of the 
Church solely to the contributions of the 
faithful. 

That would be a great change. It would 
undoubtedly be accompanied, especially 
at first, by great difficulties, and it 
might be followed by measures of re- 
straint, even of oppression, on the part 
of the Government, which would make 
the maintenance of the Church in full 
activity exceedingly hard. If the Pope 
could arrange a system like that under 
which the Church prospers so remarka- 
biy in this country, if the right to its 
property were secured, and, as here, the 
property were practically exempt from 
taxation, and if it were left untram- 
meled in its educational work, the sepa- 
ration from the State might readily be 
the beginning of greater activity and in- 
fluence for the Church than’it has en- 
joyed since the close of the eighteenth 
century. No such prospect is immediate- 
ly open before it, if the separation should 
be accomplished, for the simple reason 
that the Church in France is not, as 
substantially it is here, out of politics. 
It includes among its followers all, or 
nearly all, the opponents of the repub- 
lic, and the most trreconcilable of these 
are among the officers of the Church 
themselves, or among its most powerful 
members. The politicians of the repub- 
lic believe, and have a good deal of rea- 
son to believe, that the overthrow of the 
republic is a sét purpose, if not of the 
Church, at least of those who control 
the policy of the Church in France. They 
feel that their fight with Clericalism is 
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a fight for life, and their mode of fight- 
ing is determined by that feeling. It 
would necessarily take a long time to 
dissipate that sentiment, supposing that 
it is unfounded. It cannot be said that 
the action of the present Pope has been 
directed to that end. Until it is, and 
until the ‘end is substantially accom-. 
plished, there is likely to be continual 
friction and even hostility in the rela- 
tions of the Church to the Government 
in France. Whatever the ultimate re- 
sult, the dissolution of the Concordat will 
not remedy this condition; it is more 
likely at first to aggravate it. 


- THE BISHOP’S INN. 

It is absurd, but it is probably helpful 
in the long run to the cause of temper- 
ance, to dub the tavern recently opened 
on the east side with an address by the 
Right Rev. Henry C. PorrTer, the 
‘“Bishop’s Inn,” and to make as much 
as possible of the incongruity between 
the morality for which every Bishop is 
supposed to stand and what is repre- 
sented to be—and is not—the character 
of the new place. As time passes and the 
real purpose and effect of the new move- 
ment are made manifest, as those of the 
like movement in England have been 
made manifest, the fact that the Bish- 
op’s name has been connected with it 
will lend greater ,influence to the very 
practical and sensible views he has 
avowed and has done his best to put in 
operation. 

The critics of the inn assume that it is 
based on the doctrine that the drinking 
of beverages with alcohol in them is a 
necessary evil. It is really based on the 
quite different inference from observa- 
tion and experience that excessive use of 
such drinks is an evil by no means neces- 
sary and that the temperate use of them 
may not be an evil at all. The aim of the 
promoters of the inn, as of the promoters 
of the large number of like institutions 
in England which have had a wide and 
beneficent effect, is to discourage excess 
and to confine indulgence within the 
limits of temperance. This they seek to 
do by providing opportunities for tem- 
perate drinking without the surround- 
ings that lead to excess and with sur- 
roundings that strongly tend to prevent 
it. It is quite open to those sincere per- 
sons who think that all drinking of alco- 
holic drinks is an evil per se to condemn 
this policy, but it is not open to them 
to denounce those who differ from them 
as they themselves should be denounced 
if they betrayed their own convictions. 

It is not a matter of mere assumption 
that the increase of facilities for amuse- 
ment, social intercourse, and refreshment 
separated from excessive drinking tends 
ty prevent such drinking. That has been 
demonstrated in cases so numerous, over 
areas so wide and for periods of time so 
considerable that to deny it is to con- 
fess ignorance or malice. A very signifi- 
cant fact in connection with this state- 
ment is that reported by Rabbi Biaus- 
TEIN at the opening of the Subway Tav- 
ern, that a population of some 300,000 
‘Jews on the east side lives practically 
without a saloon, and with innumerable 
cafés taking the place of saloons. It 
shows that in a population of very mod- 
est means, hard-working and often over- 
worked, the café can take the place of 
the saloon. It is true that this race are 
not inclined toward intemperance, as 
many others are, but it is also true that 
the provision made for innocent places 
of meeting and refreshment distinctly 
reduces such temptation as may be felt 
ix the unfortunate conditions of life in 
this quarter. There is every reason to 
have confidence that like provision made 
in other quarters for a class similarly 
situated, with greater temptations, will 
reduce those temptations. That is what 
the new movement is meant to accom- 
plish and what it has accomplished else- 
where. Those who are back of it are en- 
titled to have their work fairly judged 
by actual results, which time will devel- 
op. It is neither sensible nor fair to con- 
demn them at the start for inconsistency 
with ideas they do not hold and for the 
abandonment of purposes they do not 
entertain. If they fail in encouraging 
temperance and restraining excess, they 
will have to acknowledge their mistake, 
and will doubtless give up their project. 
But they cannot be censured for not in- 
sisting on total abstinence which is not 
in the least their aim. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Before magazine editors and publish- 
ers have quite got through protesting 
against GERTRUDE ATHHRTON’S charge that 
American literature is essentially bourgeois, 
ROBERT BRIDGES, assistant editor of Scrib- 
ner’s, has let out of the bag a cat of very 
similar color. In an article ‘in Collier's 
Weekly it transpires that what is called 
magazine literature has in many cases 
become the mere. handmaiden of the pict- 
ures that are fallaciously supposed to illus- 
trate it. 


A charming child is a popular form of illus- 
tration, and many a kid story has been. accepted 
because it would furnish a happy vehicle for the 
skill of a certain artist. Let the writer who 
thinks that his style is ‘‘ compelling’’ humbly 
muse @ while over this tangible reason for his 
existence! Before he raises his rate per thou- 
sand words let him calculate how much of it 
rightly belongs to some obscure artist whose 
name he does not know. * * * He finds him- 
self in a little while filling monotonous black 
pages between kaleidoscopic girls in pink gowns 
and giants of men in white duck or flannels, 
with purple trees in the background. Then the 
author who got into print by grace of the artist 
writes to ask why the pictures never fit the 
story. 

Are the editors who frown upon the idea 
that the magazines are ruled by suburban 
ideals prepared to maintain that they have 
not largely become something quite as bad— 
mere picture books? A similar tendency is 
noticeable in the theatre, where the great- 
est success ig won by a playwright-manager 
whose sole claim to rank as an artist 
lies in his ability to create really beautiful 
and atmospheric scenic pictures. The sit- 
uation, however, scarcely calls for fury 
and fulmination. The color plates in the 
magazines and Mr, Davip BELASCO’s stage 
pictures are often creations of vast beauty 
—in their kind. And at least in the maga- 
zines ‘the text has often been of quite 
as high a quality as the drawing it 
was made to fit, especially in the case 
of several poems of recent memory the 


Names and authorship of which it would 
hardly be fair to divulge. -And yet when, 
on the stage and in the magazine, drama 
and literature are subservient to what is 
at. best second-rate art, there must be 
something in what Mrs. ATHERTON has 
said with such vehemence. 


—In celebrating the advance of the trol- 
ley, The Western Electrician threatens us 
with a time, not so far off, when the tracks 
of the city will be used during the wee, 
small, and erstwhile silent hours for traf- 
fic in freight. ‘‘City people are not in- 
clined to have the lines, already over- 
crowded by passenger traffic, further ob- 
structed hy freight cars, and they raise a 
vigorous protest. * * * The business is 
all congested in a few hours during the day. 
From midnight until nearly 7 o’clock in 
the morning the streets are, however, prac- 
tically deserted. * * * Much of the haul- 
ing now done by teams might well be done 
on electric freight cars, leaving the streets 
less obstructed during the day.” Nocturnal 
shipping would, of course, imply a night 
gang in each of the shipping houses; and 
the city people who protest against the 
blocking of traffic by day may well have 
something to say about the blocking of 
sleep by night. This is an unreasonable 
world. Yet even unreason will not check 
the advance of real progress. A particu- 
larly ominious feature of the situation is 
the fact that the electric lines are yearly 
becoming more and more completely welded 
into the steam railway systems. When the 
trolley invades the night it will be possible 
for a certain class of freight to be carried 
from shipper to receiver without rehan- 
dling. e 


—-Far be it from us to confess a poverty 
of imagination, but as against the bold pro- 
ject of swapping Central Park for a Pa- 
risian boulevard system, we are inclined to 
@ more moderate proposition made by a 
reader who lately had the not uncommon 
misfortune of losing himself and much 
valuable time in the effort to thread the 
rustic wilds separating the two Seventy- 
second Street Park entrances. It is to cut 
carriage and trolley tunnels beneath the 
sward at intervals of four or five blocks. 
As the crow flies, the two halves of social 
New York are only a few rods apart; but, 
owing to the interposition of this vagary of 
rusticity in the city, the east side is as 
far removed from the west side as the 
psalmist of old flattered himself he had got 
away from his sins. As regards the nat- 
ural advantages of the west side both in 
beauty of site and general convenience, 
there cannot be the least question. But 
until it is possible to get beyond the Park 
without making the tour of Robin Hood’s 
barn there will be less than the natural 
interchange of dinners and calls. The first 
requisite of civilization is easy communi- 
cation, and nothing but the blindness of a 
past generation to its future could have 
resulted in the present insulation of the 
two halves that ought to know how each 
other lives.

Dense Clouds from River Craft Obscure 
the View of Brooklyn Bridge. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have been amused and a little saddened 
by the space you have given within two 
or three days to the soft coal smoke nui- 
sance of the New Haven Road, and my 
emotions were intensified when I went to 
Coney Island yesterday afternoon at find- 
ing the blue sky over New York, which 
was once our joy and pride, reduced to a 
condition that made me think of Pittsburg 
and Chicago—places, in my judgment, not 
fit for a human being to live in. 

So dense was the smoke that it seriously 
interfered with the view of the Brooklyn 
Bridge, and it was constantly rolling in our 
faces from passing tugs and other craft 
not as high as we were. Moreover, this 
morning I saw that the cuffs I had worn 
on that trip yesterday afternoon, and even 
the inside of my collar, despite the fact 
that I was on the open water all the while, 
were as filthy as I have never before had 
them outside of the smoke-cursed Western 
cities. 

If you want to undertake a crusade for 
the salvation of New York it would be hard 
to find a more worthy point of attack than 
our rapid approximation to the cities which 
are constantly under a material cloud. 
Until that one is disposed of moral and 
political clouds can reasonably be left to 
wait, L, U. X.

ARTILLERY DUEL IN PARAGUAY. 


—_—____ 


Revolutionists Silence a Battery —A 
Provisional Government. 


BUENOS AYRES, Aug. 21.—An artillery 
engagement has been fought between the 
San Jocomino Battery of the Paraguayan 
Army and a body of revolutionists, in 
which the latter succeeded in dislodging 
the guns of the Government force. The 
losses on either side are not stated. 

There has been no bombardment of 
Asuncion, the capital of Paraguay, since 
last reports, 

The insurgents have established a pro- 
visional Government, with the capital at 
Villa del Pilar, 112 miles from Asuncion, 
and have nominated Gen. Ferreira, their 
leader, for President, and Gen. Gonzales 
Novero for Vice President. Four Secre- 
taries also have been named. 

One of these, Deputy Soler, has started 
for Rio Janeiro and other capitals to en- 
deavor to secure the recognition of the 
revolutionists as belligerents by the various 


Governments. This is taken to indicate 
that rapid operations by the insurgents 
have been impeded through the non-bom- 
bardment of the capital, owing to the in- 
tervention of the Diplomatic Corps at, 
Asuncion, 

Despair is felt in the capital over the 
failure of the negotiations for a settlement 
of the difficulties. 

All imports have been suspended, and 
articles of prime necessity are hardly ob- 
tainable at famine prices. 

The arrival of the Argentine gunboat 
which was dispatched last week for the 
scene of the trouble has not been reported, 
and a torpedo-boat destroyer has been sent 
in search of the missing vessel. 


TURKEY MAY BREAK PLEDGES. 


More Trouble Expected—Payment of 
$25,000 Not Made as Asserted. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 21.—A _ note 
from the American Minister, Mr. Leish- 
man, dated Aug. 16, was handed to the 
Turkish authorities within twelve hours 
after the receipt by the Minister of the 
Turkish note of last Monday. In this note 
Mr. Leishman holds the Government to 
its solemn undertaking, coming direct from 
the Sultan, respecting the treatment of 
American educational institutions. 

This allusion to the Imperial pledge ap- 
parently embarrassed the Porte, which 
had previously announced that it would 
ignore the formal verbal assurances which 


Minister Leishman declared he had re- 
ceived. 

It is considered improbable that the Porte 
will reply to the Minister's note, and there- 
fore the question is looked upon as shelved 
go ge | the process of recognition, when, 
t is considered not improbable, fresh dif- 
ficulties will arise. -¢ 

Notwithstanding the assertion by Izzet 
Pasha, the Secretary of the Palace, that 
$25,000 had been deposited as compensa- 
tion due to an American citizen at Smyrna 
for land illegally taken, no such deposit 
has yet been made.

OCEAN GROVE, Aug. 21.—Beginning at 
sunrise and continuing with hardly an in- 
terruption until far into the night, the 
army of happy Methodists now in camp 
made the grove ring to-day with their 
songs and shouts.

OUR IMPERIAL POLICY’ 4 


Figures for Eight Years Computed 
by Edward Atkinson. 


HOW THE PEOPLE PAY FOR Iz 


Revenue Derived from Taxes Imposed 
on the. Necessaries and Com- 
forts of Life. 


BROOKLINE, Mass., Aug. 21.—Edward 
Atkinson has prepared for the Presidential 
campaign a computation of the cost of an 
imperial policy for the United States. Its 
purport is best explained in the title of his 
article, which reads: ‘‘Cost of War and 
Warfare—The Penalty Incurred in Eight 
Fiscal Years Ended June 30, 1898, to June 
30, 1905, Inclusive, $1,200,000,000.”’ 

Mr. Atkinson has prepared for publication 
the result of his investigation on this sub- 
ject. His article is as follows: 

During the twenty years preceding the 
Spanish war, covering the fiscal years end-+ 
ed June 30, 1878, to June 30, 1897, under five 
Administrations—three Republican and two 
Democratic—the cost of the Government of 
the United States for the support of the 
civil and judicial service, for the support of 
the army, and for the support of the nary, 
including the construction of the “ new 
navy,’ so called, varied but a slight frac- 
tion over two dollars and a half ($2.50) per 
head of the population in each year. The 
revenue derived from liquors and tobacco, 
domestic and foreign, also averaged two 
dollars and a half ($2.50) per head and met 
those charges. The cost of the pensions 
and interest on the public debt per head 
also varied but a fraction over two. dollars 
and a half ($2.50) each year. The cost of 
interest and pensions is now one dollar and 
ninety cents ($1.90) per head and is steadily 
diminishing. The total cost of supporting 
the Government of the United States dur- 
ing the twenty years of peace, order, and 
industrial progress was five dollars ($5) 
per head of the population. 

The cost of supporting the Government 
for the eight fiscal years ended June 30, 
1882, to June 30, 1889, inclusive, under the 
sane, safe, and prudent Administrations of 
Presidents Arthur and Cleveland, (first 
term,) including a part of the cost of the 
“new navy” begun under President Cleve- 
lane, was four dollars and a half ($4.50) 
per head of ths population. 

At this standard the rate would now be 
four dotlars, ($4,) but since a somewhat 
larger army and navy are now said to be 
needed purely for defensive purposes and 
for home service the sum gained by the re- 
duction in pensions and interest expended 
on army and navy would maintain the rate 
per head at four dollars and a half, ($4.50.) 

The taxation required for the cost of 
sustaining the Government of the United 
States economically administered may be 
established at the standard of $4.50 per 
head.

Who pays this Tax? The consumers of 
food, fuel, clothing, and shelter. 

A small part of the taxes are derived 
from duties on the import of articles of 


luxury and voluntary use; the greater part 
of the tuxrs collected under the internal 
revenue act and under the tariff, are im- 
posed upon articles of common consumption 
by the whole body of consumers, They are 
imposed on coal, iron, steel, copper, lumber, 
sugar, beef, potatoes, hay, leathef, fish, 
oats, oatmeal, and other of the necessaries 
and comforts of life. In addition to the 
taxes on these articles of necessary con- 
sumption which the people pay and which 
the Government receives, a heavy addi- 
ticnal tax is imposed through the duties on 
imports which the consumers pay, but 
which the Government does not receive. 
This tax imposed for the declared purpose 
of ‘‘ protection with incidental revenue 
inereases the cost of a large portion of the 
necessary articles of consumption, both do- 
mestic and foreign. It is collected indirect- 
ly by the owners and managers of the 
works in which are manufactured oil, steel, 
sugar, tobacco, matches, or in which beef 
and pork are packed, or crude timber con- 
verted into lumber. These taxes are also 
collected indirectly by the owners of the 
ore deposits, of the timberland, of the borax 
deposits, of the “ hoofed locusts” (as the 
Territorial sheep are called), of the fishing 
smacks on the seaboard, and the e. Un- 
der this act thea have been and are now. 
enabled to put high prices on their products 
which are sold for home consumption, and 
to sell for export to foreign countries at 
much lower prices. 

It now becomes fit to measure these 
tuxes. What does war and warfare, im- 
perialism, over-sea expansion, and protec- 
tion with incidental revenue, cost each 
person or each family, and how is this pen- 
alty distributed? Relative cost in figures 
and appropriations to each person: 

In excess of the standard of four dollars and a 
half ($4.50) per head, each person has paid ‘ 

Penalty paid by the head of each family of 
five or by each two persons who sustain them- 
selves and three others, $100. 

Had these sums not been taken from consum- 
ers for the purposes of war and warfare they 
might have been deposited in a savings bank at 
an average of 4 per cent. interest year by year 
for eight years. The saving would have been 
four years’ interest at 4 per cent., $16. 

The consumption of the people of the North 
and West is much larger than that of the people 
of the South, where eight million (8,000,000) 
negroes of low purchasing power constitute so 
large apart of the population.

At these éstimates the total penalty pald by, 
each group of five persons during eight years of 
war and warfare up to June 30, 1905, by actual 
expenditures and appropriations in excess of 
standard of four dollars and a half ($4.50) per 
head has been $176. 

The head of a family, consisting of five persons, 
living in the North or West, in receipt of an an- 
nual income of from one thousand to fifteen 
hundred dollars, ($1,000 to $1,500,) with mdi- 
tures corresponding to the average nditures 
of artisans, craftsmen, bookkeepers, ‘clerks, and’ 
others, may reasonably compute his share of this 
assessment of taxes, direct and indirect, under 
the foregoing conditions for the past eight years, 
at $200.

PRESIDENT SEES NOTED 80ER. 


Discusses Mexican Colonization Project 
with Gen. Snyman. 


OYSTER BAY, N. Y., Aug. 21.—President 
Roosevelt passed the day very quietly at 
Sagamore Hill with the members of his 
family. No guests were received formally, 
although during the afternoon and evening 
a few relatives and friends called. Among 
the callers were Gen. G. B. Snyman, who 
distinguished himself as a Boer officer in 
the war with Great Britain. For several 
days he has been a guest of E. Reeve Mer- 
ritt, a cousin of the President, who resides 
not far from Sagamore Hill. Gen. Snyman 
left to-night for New York. 

President Roosevelt’ and Gen. Snyman 
talked for a time about the latter’s plans 
for the establishment of a Boer colony in 
Mexico. The President manifested keen 
interest in the project. Gen. Snyman told 
him that 90,000 acres of land had been ac- 
quired for the colony, and that he ex- 
pected to have eighty Boer families settled 
on it early in the Autumn. One of the 
financial promoters of the plan is said to be 
Enrique Creel, one of the wealthiest men 
aud largest land holders in Mexico. Gen. 
Snyman is now about to conclude arrange- 
ments with the Mexican Central Railroad 
for the transportation facilities necessary 
for the colony. 

The President transacted no public busi- 
ness during the day. He and Mrs. Roose- 
velt, accompanied by three of their chil- 
dren, attended divine service as usual at 
Christ Episcopal Church. 


MISSIONS FUND BEHIND. 


The Episcopal Churches Here, However, 
Have Contributed Well. 


The fiscal year for the Episcopal Board of 
Missions closes on Sept. 1, and more than 
the ordinary interest is being shown in the 
preliminary reports of the Treasurer, 
George C. Thomas, because this is the third 
year in which the contributions have been 
made under the “apportionment” plan, 
which has not yet received unanimous sup- 
port in the church and which is felt to be 
still in the trial stage. 

Under this plan the parishes were asked 
this year for $630,000 for Episcopal mis- 
sions. Up to Aug. 1, with eleven months 
of the fiscal year passed, contributions 
from the parishes were only $342,000. This 
amount is about $4,000 ahead of the corre- 
sponding date last year, but gives little 
hope of the receipt of the full amount 
asked. The board also receives contribu- 
tions from several miscellaneous sources, 
so that its total income last year was $638,- 
000. There is some fear that this amount 
will not be reached this year, as total re- 
ceipts from all sources on Aug. 1 were 


$7,000 behind last year’s figures, and prac- 
tically $70,000 will have to be received this 
month if last year’s record is to be equaled, 
New York churches, the reports shows, 
do much better under the apportionment 
plan than the outside Episcopal churches. 
Although all the churches have paid but 
little more than half of what was asked of 
them, the New York City churches have 
paid a little over four-fifths. Under the

FELONS GONE SOMEWHERE 


Newark Girl Rescued from Drowning— 
One Trouble Over Second Fare 
Is Easily Settled. 


Criminologists have stopped making Sun- 
day visits to Coney Island. For several 
Sundays they nave gone home with few 
notes. Yesterday they didn’t even open 
their notebooks. 

More than 300,000 persons, according to 
the old residents whose menta! turnstiles 
are well oiled, went to New York’s big 
playground yesterday. These 300,000 were 
not all of the very pious kind. In fact, they 
Were of all sorts, conditions, races, and 
degrees. They found Coney Island as rea- 
sonably ‘‘ wide open” for amusement, food, 
and drink as it has been this year. 

Yet up to 8 o’clock last evening there had 
been but five arrests. Three were for in- 
toxication. One small boy was incarcerated 
for the heinous crime of being concerned in 
a “crap” game. One man was urrested 
fer driving through the £treets cn a wagon 
bearing a boycotting sign. 

At about 4 o’clock in the afternoon a 
young woman, who said she was Margaret 
Stuart of Newark, and who arrived on the 
steamer J. S. Warden, was rescued from 
drownirg at the Dreamland bathing beach. 
She had gone out beyond her depth. Life 
Saver .lwarl Fuller brought her ashore 
unconscious. She was revived, after half 
an hour’s hard work. 

There was one gloomy spot in the midst of 
the life and gayety of the island. This was 
at Feltman’s Amusement Arena, on Surf 
Avenue and Sea Beach Walk, which, be- 
cause of the death on Saturday night of 
Mrs. Charles Feltman, Jr., was closed up 
tight. 


Hugh Coleman, a lawyer of 76 Elm Street, 


had a run-in with the ticket chopper at thé 


West End terminal of the Fifth Avenue 
elevated road shortly after noon. It re- 
sulted in his being taken to the police sta- 
tion. Mr. Coleman said that when he 
boarded the train he bought two tickets at 
5 cents each and deposited them both on the 
Manhattan side of the bridge, instead of 
retaining one of them until the ride was 
finished. On leaving the train at Coney 
Island the second ticket was demanded, but 
Mr. Coleman refused to meet the demand. 
He maintained that after a ride had been 
completed the railroad company had no 
right to exact a fare.

Mr. Ryan at Mr. Warfield’s apartments at 
the Manhattan Hotel last night about 9 
o'clock, 

“I told Mr. Ryan that it would be use- 
less for us to discuss the sale of our hold- 
ings of stock at any figures less than those 
we had named to him at the outset, and 
that if he wanted the property it would 
be necessary for him to pay these prices 
to secure it. The figures I named for our 
stock were fifteen for the common and 
twenty-five for the preferred. 

“Mr. Ryan assured me that neither the 
Atlantic Coast Line nor the Southern 
Railway would be interested with him in 
the purchase, and that the property, if 
purchased, would be maintained and oper- 
ated as an independent system, and he 
Said that he fully appreciated the im- 
portance both from the standpoint of the 
road itself and of the people of the South 
of operating the Seaboard Air Line inde- 
pendently and clear of control or of en- 
tangling alliances with other systems.

“I advised Mr. Ryan that as the sale 
would embrace all of the stock owned by 
myself and my firm that I would desire 
to retire from the Board 6f Directors 
as soon as the stock should be delivered 
and paid for, ané that I thought it likely 


that my associate, Mr. Middendorf, would 
cesire to do the same thing. 

“As the Ryan-Blair Syndicate is under- 
stood to have owned about 60,000 shares 
of the stock prior to this. purchase, its 
total holdings. now probably amount to 
about 200,000 shares or about one-third of 
the entire stock of the company. 

“Of the balance of this company’s stock, 
most of it is held in Maryland and the 
South, and is largely scattered among 
comparatively small holders. If the com- 
pany can now be assured of a good and 
able operating management in addition to 
the strong financial backing which it en- 
joys, stockholders may confidently look 
forward to handsome returns upon their 
investment at no distant day.” 

Mr. Williams expressed satisfaction at 
the price which had been realized, which, 
he said, was the price he and his friends 
at the beginning of negotiations had fixed 
for their holdings, and from which the, 
had made no concessions whatsoever in the 
final trade. 

“The sale hgs been made,” said Mr. 
Williams, ‘‘ not! because of any lack of 
confidence in the future of the Seaboard 
property, but purely for the reason that my 
tirm has thought it desirable to realize 
on this stock in order to expedite the 
liquidation of its affairs and the payment 
in full, principal and interest, of all 
obligations, which I consider this trans- 
action will assure.’’

DAILY SERVICE T0 EUROPE 


Reforms for Which Postmaster 
General Payne Is Working. 


LIKELY TO BE EFFECTED SOON 


Reduction in Rate of. Postage Favored 
by Britain and Germany—Improve- 
ments in This Country. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Before leaving 
to-day for a brief visit to Wisconsin to 
look into the factional trouble among Re- 
publicans in that State, Postmaster General 
Payne announced that it is contemplated in 
the near future to et a reduction in 
the postal rates on letters\passing between 
the United States and foreign countries. 

The present rates are 5 cents per half 
ounce on letters, 2 cents on postal cards, 
and On newspapers 1 cent on each two 
ounces. It is in contemplation to secure 
the domestic rates for matter sent abroad, 
and sgme progress has been made in this 
direction. This proposed reduction can be 
secured only by postal treaties with the 
several foreign countries. 

On this subject Mr. Payne said: 

“The most important reform we now 
have in mind is the reduction of rates of 
postage between the United States and 
Europe from 5 cents to 2 cents. There is 
every prospect that at the next meeting of 
the Postal Congress in March we shall be 
successful, as we have the co-vperation of 
England and Germany. 

“We are also at work to secure a mail 
service providing for sailings each way at 
least six days a week. We now have four 
days for sailings, and are confident that 
by arrangements with the great lines we 
shall have practically daily mail carriage. 
We have greatly facilitated the interna- 
tional postal service by what may be termed 
sea Post Offices on almost all of the trans- 
atlantic mail vessels.’’ 

Of the business of the department gen- 
erally, Mr. Payne said: 

“Few persons realize the enormous in- 
crease in the aggregate amount of busi- 
ness of the Post Office Department. Even 
during the three years in which I have been 
Postmaster General, the gross revenues of 
the postal branch have increased from 
$100,000,000 to $140,000,000. The rural free 
delivery system has increased from 8,000 
routes until to-day it has 28,000. It is be- 
ing extended in a much more rapid and 
businesslike way than ever before in its 
history. 

“Three years ago the number of appli- 
cations for new routes vastly exceeded the 
number being established, and the depart- 
mnt was far behind. To-day it may be 
said that we are practically up to date, and 
few applications remain from day to day 
without being passed upon or placed under 
investigation. I look to see the great work 
of the future in the line of piecing together 
the many scattered routes into compact 
county systems. 

“The department is about to issue a 
pamphlet that will be of great ublic 
utility. We are to issue this as a condensa- 
tion of facts from the Postal Guide and 
General Postal Information. This pamphlet 
will be distributed freely to the people at 
every Post Office in the country. The 
parcels post has been extended to twenty- 
three foreign countries, two-thirds of these 
having been arranged during the last three 


years.” 


THE WEATHER 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—A_ severe local 
storm, tornadic in character, swept over the 
cities of Minneapolis and St. Paul Saturday 
night, causing some loss of life and much dam- 
age to property. The wind attained a gust 
velocity of 110 miles per hour at Minneapolis 
and 180 at St, Paul, the wind instrument at 
the last-named point being swept away. The 
gtorm occurred in the northern extremity of a 
long troughlike barometric depression, that ex- 
tended from Minnesota southwestward to Ne- 
braska, and the hurricane velocities occurred 
with the shift of the winds from the southeast 
to the northwest. A barometric fluctuation of 
fifty-five hundredths of an inch in five minutes 
was noted at Minneapolis. 

The storm was local in character and prob- 
ably did not extend a great distance beyond St. 
Paul. 

The area of low pressure in which the dis- 
turbance occurred has moved northeastward, 
and is central to-night north of Lake Superior. 
It has been attended by numerous thunder- 
storms in the Middle Mississippi Valley and the 
upper lake region, but no destructive winds. 
An area of high pressure and much cooler 
weather is advancing eastward over the Middle 
Rocky Mountain region ‘and the Upper Missouri 
Valley. A second area of high pressure covers 
Atlantic port districts. 

The temperature has fallen decidedly in the 
Middle Rocky Mountain region and over Kansas, 
Nebraska, South Dakota, Minnesota, and Iowa. 
It is warmer in the Ohio Valley and the lower 
lake region. c 

There will be showers and thunderstorms Mon- 
day in the lower lake region, and showers fol- 
lowed by fair and cooler weather in the Ohio 
Valley and the western portion of the Middle 
Atlantic States. 

Showers are probable Monday and Tuesday in 
the East Gulf and South Atlantic States, 

The winds along the Middle Atlantic and New 
England Coasts will be fresh to brisk south- 
west; on the South Atlantic and Gulf Coasts, 
light southerly; on the upper lakes, fresh north- 
west, and on the lower lakes, brisk south; shift- 
ing to high nortthwest with thunder squalls. 

Steamships departing Monday for European 
ports will have fresh south winds and fair 
weather to the Grand Banks.

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THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


More Stocks Up Than Down De- 
spite Saturday’s Declines. 


Stocks Close Weak Under the Infiuence 
of Reporte of Extensive Damage 
to the Wheat Crop. 


Despite the severe decline in prices 
with which the week closed, the net re- 
sults of last week’s trading offered more 
encouragement to the bull than to the 
bear. Of the eighty-seven stocks that 
moved as much as a point, fifty-eight 
advanced, and just half that number 
declined. A still better showing was 
made in the bond market, where twenty- 
seven issues rose a point or more while 
only eleven declined. The market was 
once more governed almost to the exclu- 
sion of other influences by the course 
of the wheat market, which in a highly 
sensational manner responded to the re- 
ports of damage to the Spring wheat 
crop, the area in which damage was be- 
ing done by rust extending, according to 
report, to the Canadian wheat fields, 
which until lately had not been affected. 
Only the fact that the belief was general 
that the damage reports were much ex- 
aggerated, as was also the advance in 
the price of wheat, enabled the stock 
market to withstand as well as it did 
the unfavorable influence of the advance 
in wheat. 

The list of the twelve most active 
stocks of the past week contained a 
larger share of industrials than ap- 
peared among the leaders of the market 
the previous week, indicating apparently 
an extension of interest to this group of 
stocks; bu: while the railroads had the 
wheat prices to contend with, the indus- 
trials were under the influence of the 
price-cutting in the steel trade, which 
might have affected prices much more 
than it did without causing surprise. A 
repetition to-day of Saturday’s advance 
in the grain markets will probably lead 
to further selling, such as marked the 
close of the week, but if calmer counsels 
prevail in the trading in wheat, and the 
decline in that cereal which took place 
after. the close of the stock market on 
Saturday is carried still further, it is 
probable that the stock market will 
again display signs of returning strength.

BRITISH TRADE OUTLOOK. 


Improvement in Business — Rise 
Wheat Regarded as Artificial.

LONDON, Aug. 21.—The London Times 
in its financial supplement to-morrow 
will say: 

“The general trade situation is some- 
what perplexing. Measured by the Stock 
Exchange barometer it would seem that 
the country is passing through a period 
of severe depression. This view has been 
forced into prominence by the latest 
monthly statistics of our foreign trade, 
and perhaps still more pointedly by the 
current weekly returns of receipts of the 
leading railways. 

“Reports from the chief industrial 
centres this week indicate a fairly gen- 
eral improvement in the amount of busi- 
ness. 

“The grain trade this week again at- 
tracted a good deal of attention. Spec- 
ulative frenzy has attacked Produce 
Exchanges in the United States, based 
on the assumption that the United States 
Spring wheat crop is half ruined by black 
rust. It is asserted in well-informed 
quarters here that the damage is enor- 
mously and willfully exaggérated by pro- 
fessionals. These speculators have been 
helped by the bad outlook for the crops 
in many European countries. 

“ Like last year, however, Europe may 
be able to dispense with American 
wheat, for the prospects in Canada, ac- 
cording to the latest official cable news, 
received t6-day, are excellent; Russia is 
harvesting a fair crop; Australia, India; 
and Argentina are shipping liberally, and 
the prospects for the next crop in these 
countries are promising. 

“The rise in prices offers some com- 
pensation to the British farmer for the 
small yield this harvest. Most country 
markets Friday and Saturday advanced 
ls, per quarter. 

**No new features are noticeable in the 
cotton trade. Business in spot cotton at 
Liverpool and elsewhere has been ex- 
ceedingly small. 

“The woolen and worsted industries 
had a somewhat more encouraging week. 
In raw material only small routine trans- 
actions occurred. Business in domestic 
produce was hindered by high prices. 
Manufacturing centres have done a fair 
business. 

“The iron and steel trades were in the 
main rather better. More business is 
mentioned in pig iron. Foreign competi- 
tion is much less in evidence than some 
time ago.”

ACCEPTED BY THD CITY. 

Became a law May 9th, 1904, with the ap- 
proval of the Governor, passed, three-fifths 
being present. 

The people of the State of New York, repre- 
sented in Senate and Assembly, do enact as 
follows: 

Section 1. The Comptroller of the City of 
New York, acting under the written advice of 
the Corporation Counsel of said City, is hereby 
authorized and empowered to compromise and 
settle certain claims for taxes, assessments for 
local improvements and sales for the same, 
and certain claims arising from evidences of 
indebtedness issued on account of local im- 
provements, upon such terms as may be agreed 
upon with persong interested therein, and to 
purchase upon such terms as may be agreed 
upon evidences of indebtedness issued to ob- 
tain money with which to construct local im- 
provements, and the Comptroller is authorized 
to issue special revenue bonds to provide the 
means necessary to make payments for the 
said purposes in the manner provided by the 
Greater New York Charter. Corporate stock 
may also be issued by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment without the concurrence 
or approval of any cther Board or public body 
to make payments for the said purposes. 

Section 2. This act relates only to taxes, as- 
sessments and sales for the same, and to evi- 
dences of indebtedness for local improvements, 
affcting lands or on account of local improve- 
ments within the territory formerly comprised 
within the boundaries of Long Island City, 
and to such taxes, assessments and sales for 
the same as were confirmed, levied or became 
a lien upon lands within the boundaries of 
Long Island City previous to January first, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-elght, and to 
such evidences of indebtedness as were issued 
previous to said date for or on account of local 
improvements within said boundaries. 

Section 3. This act shall take effect imme- 
diately.”

“ONE-EYED” MIKE 0’BRIEN 
TO THE RESCUE AGAIN 


Saves Woman and Girl in Harlem 
Tenement Fire. 


HAS NARROW ESCAPE HIMSELF 


Caught in Smoke-Filled Room, He Kicks 
Out Window Pane, Severing 
Artery. 


*“One-eyed”’ Mike O’Brien, who has a 
reputation for fire rescues all about the 
upper east side, had a lot of new experi- 
ences yesterday afternoon in a blazing 
building at 321 East One Hundred and 
First Street. First he guided Mrs. Alfred 
Erlich and her daughter Lily from their 
rooms on the third floor to a place of 
Safety, and then, having returnéd to see 
if any others remained in the place, got 
caught himself in a smoke-filled apart- 
ment. O’Brien promptly kicked out a pane 
of glass, but in so doing, severed an artery 
in his leg, and nearly bled to death before 
he was rescued by firemen. 

The fire started in two apartments on the 
fifth floor at once, according to the janitor. 
The firemen say it started in the apartment 
of Morris Kaplan, at the rear of the first 
floor, and spread to thatof M@rris Schwartz. 
William Schriff, a lodger, says he saw sev- 
eral young men, strangers\in the house, 
climbing down the fire escape just before 
the fire was discovered, but the firemen 
were disposed to discredit the idea. 

The fire spread to the sixth floor and 
entered the apartments of Alfred Erlich 
and Morris Feldman. Mrs. Erlich and her 
daughter were asleep. O’Brien was near 
the house, and when he learned of the fire 
entered the building and began to knock on 
the doors of the lower apartments. When 


he reached the fifth floor he found both 
the Kaplan and Schwartz apartments 
ablaze. He continued to the sixth floor. 

The halls were filled with smoke, but 
O’Brien made his way into the Erlich 
apartment. Mrs. Erlich had been awakened 
by the smoke and was arising. O’Brien 
grabbed the frightened woman and got her 
to the fire escape at the rear before she 
made him understand that her daughter 
was sleeping in another room, O’Brien 
returned for the girl, and then guided the 
mother and daughter down the fire escape 
to an apartment on the third floor. The 
smoke was not very dense there, and he 
allowed them to make their own way to 
the street, while he returned to his work 
of rescue. 

Going a second time into the fifth floor 
apartment, O’Brien got caught in a room 
where the smoke was suffocating. He ran 
to a window and put his left foot through 
a pane of glass, severing an artery in the 
left leg. He got the window open and 
climbed over the balcony of the fire es- 
cape to the railing. Smoke and flames were 
pouring from a window on the floor below, 
and O’Brien was in a dangerous position, 
but he sat down, and was tying his hand- 
kerchief about his injured leg when Fire- 
man Edward A. Harmon of Engine 58 
reached him and carried him to the street. 
Then O'Brien fainted from exhaustion and | 
loss of blood. He was revived by an am- 
bulance surgeon and taken home protesting. | 

The .ire was brought under control after 
an hour’s hard work by the department. 
Various tenants of the building complained 
of losing valuables, among them Mrs. Feld- 
man, who said that $40 was taken from her 
bureau. The police say they found no trace 
of thieves. 

About 8 o'clock last night fire was dis- 
covered in a vacant apartment on the third 
floor of 327 East One Hundred and First 
Street. The fire was in an old mattress 
that had been left in the apartment by the 
last tenant. The apartment had been 
locked, and the only,entrance was by a 
rear window leading in from the fire es- 
cape. It was quickly_extinguished, but 
Acting Deputy Chief Dougherty notified 
the Fire Marshal's office, and Assistant 
Fire Marshal De Malignon is making an 
investigation. He has also been asked 
to investigate the fire earlier in the even- 
ing at 321 East One Hundred and First 
Street. 





SEARCH ENDS AT GRAVE. 


Mrs. Aaronson of Brooklyn Was Buried 
; as an Unknown. 


After searching for more than a week 
for his mother-in-law, Mrs. Freda Aaron- 
son, who wandered from her home and be- 
came lost, Julius Barnett of 574 Sixth Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, lgarned yesterday that she 
died among strangers in Manhattan and 
had been buried as an unknown on Long 
Island. 

Mrs. Aaronson, who was sixty-three years 


old, lived with her husband at 582 Sixth 
Avenue. She disappeared from home on 
Aug. 9. It is supposed ‘that the woman 
intended to visit relatives at Far Rocka- 
way, but lost her way and wandered to 
Manhattan, She was found walking aim- 
lessly about on the east side by a woman 
living there, and taken to a boarding 
house at 229 East Broadway. Mrs. Aaron- 
son had been caught in the rain and was 
wet to the skin. She developed a cold and 
died in the boarding house on Aug. 11. No 
one there knew her name, or where any 
of her relatives could be found. She was 
buried at the Silver Lake Cemetery. Mr. 
Barnett learned of this, and, going to the 
office of the Hebrew Burial Society, iden- 
tified the clothing of the woman. About 
$300, which was found on Mrs. Aaronson 
when she died, was turned over to her

THREAT TO MANNINO SLEUTHS. 


Detectives Seeking Mannino Kidnappers 
Are Warned—Day’s Fruitiess Search. 


Detectives Carrao, Arcipolo, and Mialli, 
who are workjng under the direction of 
Capt. Rooney of the Amity Street Police 
Station, Brooklyn, made fruitless effort all 
day yesterday to follow clues in the case 
of little Tony Mannino, who was kidnapped 
two weeks ago, and was mysteriously re- 
turned to the home of his parents, 62 Amity 
Street, last Thursday night. 

Early in the day the detectives were in- 
formed that the suspect Laduca, together 
with Vito Schiarrino, when they had un- 
der arrest, but afterward liberated, had 
been seen in East New York. The detec- 
tives journeyed there, only to be disappoint- 
ed. When they returned they found Capt. 
Rooney waiting for them with the informa- 
tion that the two men they were looking for 
were seen in the Italian quarter in Mul- 
berry Street, Manhattan. Again the de- 
tectives rushed away, and after searching 
all the nooks-and crannies in Mulberry and 
Elizabeth Streets returned discouraged. 

Detective Carrao said that the man 
Schiarrino is a desperate character, and 
served eight years for kidnapping in Italy. 
Every effort will be made to recapture him. 
A postal card, mailed at the General Post 
Office, was received by the detectives yes- 
terday, but they make light of it, and think 
that some practical joker mailed it to them. 
The translation follows: 

‘To the Italian detectives: If you do not 
etop persecuting us we will draw a pint of 


blood from your hearts.”” The communica- 
tion was unsigned, and in the upper left- 
hand corner bore the dedication ‘‘ Dogs.’’ 

James Mannino, father of the boy, was 
very much wrought up last night over the 
repeated statements by the police to the ef- 
fect thet he was thwarting their efforts to 
arrest the criminals. He said: 

‘When the right man or men are found, 
my boy and I will help the potice in every 
way. There is no truth in the story that 
one of the detectives showed little Tony 
pictures of three men on Saturday, and that 
I prevented him from making any identifi- 
eation. I am as anxious as any one that 
the kidnappers should be punished.”’ 


JANITORS RAISE PROTEST. 


Want the Tenants to Separate Ashes 
from Garbage. 


The Janitors’, Society is up in arms 
against the city ordinance providing for 
the assortment of refuse and garbage ‘in 
separate receptacles, and will ask the 
Board of Aldermen to revoke it. The mat- 
ter was up for consideration at a meeting 
held last night at Jefferson Hall, on Co- 
lumbia Street, when resolutions were adopt- 
ed calling upon the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis to make the proper 
representations to the city authorities with 
that end in view. 

There were about 300 east side janitors 
present. Isaac Hirsohn, President of the 
Janitors’ Society, occupied the chair, and 
several physicians practicing in the neigh- 
borhood spoke. A number of other physi- 


cians sent letters indorsing the action of 
the Janitors’ Society. 

“We agree that it is a good thing to 
separate ashes and garbage,”’ said Samuel 
Mason, Secretary of the organization, ‘‘ but 
we assert that we are not the people to do 
it. It means a material saving to the city. 
but no money can pay for human life, and 
several janitors have contracted incurable 
diseases and died through having to assort 
the refuse. The landlords do not ask us 
to do it, but if the garbege is not assorted 
the janitor is arrested and haled to court, 
where he is either fined or imprisoned. The 
tenants should do this work. Until they 
learn the ordinance shculd be abrogated.” 


MRS. MAYBRICK MAY SUE. 


Claim to Property Said to be Her Object 
in Coming. 


The principal reason for the coming home 
of Mrs. Florence Maybrick, who was re- 
cently released from an English jail and 
who, according to all reports, is a passen- 
ger on the steamship Vaderland, due here 
to-day, is to prosecute in the Supreme 
Court of the United States her claim to 
extensive property interests in the Virginias 
and New York. 

The property was left by her father, Da- 
rius Blake Holbrook, to her sister, the 
Baroness von Ruquea, with a reversionary 
interest to Mrs. Maybrick. The New York 
property is valued at about $40,000, while 
the land interests in the Virginias are said 
to be worth seveshl millions. 

Mrs. Maybrick will base her case, it is 
said, on the claim that immediately after 


her conviction in the Liverpool Assizes in 
August, 1889, for the murder of her hus- 
band, she was persuaded by her lawyer 
to sign a paper which later proved to be a 
surrender of her rights in the property. 
She asserts, it is said, that the act was 
not of her free will, and on that ground 
she will endeavor to have it declared null 
and void. 


HE’S A BAROMETER NO MORE. 


Deranged Work Seeker Gets Food and 
Recovers—Job in Sight. 


Anthony Barnesky thirty-four years old, 
of Worcester, Mass., was arrested in Van 
Cortlandt Park on Aug. 13, and when ar- 
raigned in the Morrisania Court the fol- 
lowing morning he was sent to Bellevue 
Hospital for examination as to his sanity. 
He had been shouting to the people in the 
park to get out of the way of an approach- 
ing storm. He seemed to be under the 
halucination that he was a human barom- 
eter. 

He appeared again in the same court 
yesterday morning, having been discharged 


as sane by the physicians at Bellevue. He 
told the Magistrate that he had come to 
New York to look for work, but was unable 
to find any, and lack of food had driven 
him temporarily insane. Now, he said, 
he was all right. Magistrate Crane gave 
him $2 and a letter to a friend, which he 
said would secure work for him. 


SUICIDE FROM FERRYBOAT. 


Man in Dark Suit, with Crippled Arm, 
Leaps from the Chicago. 


When the Pennsylvania Railroad ferry- 
boat Chicago left her slip at the foot of 
Cortlandt Street at 4 o’clock yesterday 
morning she had among her passengers a 
man dressed in a dark suit and with a 
crippled arm. The man stood on the after 
part of the lower deck, and when the boat 
was about 150 feet from the slip he climbed 


on the guard rail and jumped into che 
river. 

A cry of ‘‘ Man overboard!’ was raised 
and the boat was stopped, but there wasyno 
sign of the man. e was clean shaven, 
about 5 feet 8 inches in height, and weighed 
about 140 pounds. A gray cap he wore fell 
to the deck as he mounted the rail, but it 
contained no mark of identification. 


DREAMING, FELL FOUr: STORIES. 


Stepped from Milk Wagon, Boy Thought 
—It Was an Airshaft. 


Fred Kaufman, sixteen years old, of 2,752 
Eighth Avenue, fell from the fourth to the 
first floor through an airshaft yesterday 
morning while walking in his sleep. The 
boy is employed as the driver of a grocery 
wagon, and at the J. Hood Wright Hospital

COOL HEADS IN CROWD 


Threatened After Running Down 
Lad in Christopher Street. 


PARTY FORMED FOR RESCUE 


While Attention Was Thus Diverted 
Passer-by Led Endangered Man 
to Station. 


Cornelius Redingdon, the five-year-old 
son of Thomas Redingdon, a blacksmith of 
22 Christopher Street, was run down by a 
Christopher Street car last night while 
playing in front of his home, and was taken 
to St. Vincent’s Hospital, where it was said 
that he could not live through the night. 
The boy’s mother, who tried to save her 
Son, was struck by the car, and is at St. 
Vincent’s Hospital in the same ward with 
her son. ‘ 

The car, in charge of Motorman James 
Cleary, was filled with returning excurs- 
ionists. Just as it came opposite to the 
Redingdon home little Cornelius started 
to run across the street. His mother saw 
the danger and tried to snatch him from 
in front of the car, but she was not quick 
enough. The boy was knocked down and 
rolled under the fender while the mother, 
struck on the head by the car platform, 
fell in the street unconscious. 

Intense excitement prevailed among the 
passengers. They left the car to gather 
around the motorman, and angry threats 
were made. The motorman grabbed the 
brass controller and stood ready to defend 
himself if any one made a hostile move. At 
this juncture Hiram 8S. Reese, a bookkeeper 
for a Hudson Street wholesale grocery 
house, who was passing, mounted the plat- 
form and said to Cleary: * 

“Come with me. I will see that no one 
hurts you.” 

Cleary willingly availed himself of the 
protection offered, and the two men walked 
off, while the crowd continued to hvot at 
the motorman. Some of them made a move 
to follow him, until a man called out: 

“All you men lend a hand here to lift 
this car from the boy.”’ 

The motorman was left to go his way, 
while the car was raised and the boy was 
tenderly lifted out. The father of «he boy 


took his son in his arms, and while a friend 
supported the trembling wife, who had been 
revived_to some extent, the party started 
for St. Vincent’s Hospital. 

The boy had-received a fracture of the 
base of the skull, and it was said that he 
could not possibly live through the night. 
The mother was suffering a severe scalp 
wound,: and the two were placed on ad- 
joining cots. In the meantime Mr. Reese 
and Moterman Cleary went to the Mercer 
Street Station, where 44r. Reese told Ser- 
geant Black about the accident. The Ser- 
geant_ said that the accident had not oc- 
curred in his precinct, but he sent a police- 
man to guide them to the Charles Street 
Station. There Mr. Reese again told his 
story, and Cleary was locked up. 


FEARED BURGLARS AND JUMPED 


Plaster Hit Girl and She Leaped from 
Window—May Die. 


While writing a letter in the dining room 
of her home on the third floor of the apart- 
ment house at 206 India Street, Brooklyn, 
yesterday afternoon, Miss Bertha Miller, 
seventen ‘years old, was struck on the head 
by a section of the ceiling which fell with- 
out the slightest warning. Miss Miller is 
of a very nervous disposition and her first 
thoughts were that burglars had entered 
her home and had attacked her. 

She became hysterical, and, running to 
an open window, mounted the sill and 


leaped out. She landed in the courtyard, a 
distance of about forty feet. She sus- 
tained internal injuries and is not expected 
to survive them, 


CAR STRIKES FUNERAL COACH. 


Driver and Two Members of Sixty-ninth 
Regiment Hurt. 


A cross-town Fourtenth Street trolley car 
collided with a funeral coach on Avenue A 
at Twenty-first Street, last night. Mem- 
bers of the Sixty-ninth Regiment were re- 
turning from the funeral of John Brown, a 
member of that regiment, who died on 
Friday from injuries resulting from a fall. 

The coach, which was driven by John 
Bergen, crossed the car tracks at the point 
where the collision occurred. There were 
four men in the coach, and when the col- 
lision came the driver was thrown to the 


pavement, landing on his head. He was 
not seriously injured. Corp. O'Neill, one 
of the occupants, sustained a scaJp wound 
and a cut on the wrist. Thomas Mulvey 
had his hands and left knee injured. 


SPARROW MADE HIM FALL. 


Four-Year-Old Lurched from Window 
Trying to Catch Bird. 


Frank Gardiner, four years olay was 
standing on a chair near a front window of 
his home on the second floor of 2,000 Ful- 
ton Street, East New York, yesterday aft- 
ernoon, eating a piece of cake, when a 
sparrow flew from a near-by tree to the 
window sill and boldly picked up some of 
the crumbs. 

Little Frank made a grab at his feathery 
visitor, lost his balance, and plunged 
through the window to the sidewalk fifteen 
feet below, landing almost on the head of a 


woman passing by. Mrs. Gardiner heard 
Frank’s cry and found him ‘lying stunned 
and bleeding from a cut in his head. Dr. 
Smith was called from the Bradford Street 
Hospital and dressed the wound. He said 
the child's skull was uninjured. 


SHE DIVED THROUGH WINDOW. 


“Sleepy Lou” Got Out When Police 
Raided Negroes. 


Ten prisoners, all negroes, one charged 
with being the proprietor and the others 
inmates of an alleged gambling house in 
West Fifty-first Street, were arrainged in 
West Side Court yesterday. The place was 
raided at an early hour in the morning. 

The policeman told Magistrate Mayo that 
six women found in the place were allowed 
to go. One of them, known as “Sleepy 


Lou,” did not wait for instructions, but
